It therefore became necessary to attack them.

How Pole-Carew and Ian Hamilton 
Captured Botha's Positions. 

Lord Roberts had the satisfaction of being 
able to wire from Pretoria on June 13— 

We were engaged all yesterday with Botha’s 
army. The enemy fought with considerable 
determination, and held our cavalry on both 
flanks, but Ian Hamilton, assisted by Guards 
Brigadé of Pole-Carew's Division, pushing for- 
ward, took the hill in his front, which caused 
the enemy to fall back on a second position east- 
ward. This they are still holding, and it is 
slightly higher than the one we have captured. 

The great extent of country which has to be 
covered under modern conditions of warfare 
renders progress very slow. Details of casualties 
have not reached me, but are, I understand, 
moderate in number. The only further casual- 
ties reported up to date are: Wounded, 8th 
Hussars, Lieutenant O'Brien (shoulder); Royal 
Army Medical Corps, Major Hathaway (ab- 
domen), both severe. 

Pretoria, June 13 (11 a.m.). 

The enemy (added. Lord Roberts) evacuated 
their strong position during the night, and have 
retired eastwards.

was supported by A Squadron and Bethune's 
Mounted Rifles. There was no sign of the 
enemy on, the open ground between the drifts 
and Utrecht, and even the scouts could find no 
trace of the Boers. Some local natives said that 
the Boers had evacuated the town, and retreated 
northwards. 

G Squadron pushed on into Utrecht, and the 
scouts actually got beyond the further confines 
of the town. Here they found the Boers had 
simply gone outside Utrecht, and held strong 
positions on the hills. While our leading troops 
were advancing in skirmishing order, and when 
they had reached within 150 yards of some trees 
surrounding the town, they were met with a 
terrific fire from the woods where the Boers were 
lying concealed. The men quickly dismounted 
and returned the fire, but the position was too 
exposed to cope successfully with the enemy. 
Slowly retiring, our troops managed to withdraw 
for 800 yards, and from this position they again 
engaged the enemy. 

When the firing first commenced, however, 
Captain St. John, Lieutenant Pearse, and 
Lieutenant Leigh had their horses shot under 
them, and the Boers at once attempted to sur- 
round and capture them. ‘The officers, however, 
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© covered the front of the wood with their rifles, 
oN 0А and directly any Boers advanced to attempt their 
SAC: capture they opened fire. The three officers 

vw slowly .withdrew to a donga, covering four 


hundred yards in the open without receiving any 
injury from the fire of the enemy. Lieutenant 
Thompson, however, was wounded and taken 
prisoner, and the British lost one other man and 
several horses. 


General Hildyard left Volksrust 


on Saturday last (according to Reuter's War 
Correspondent) for Wakkerstroom, where it had 
been reported that a few commandoes were 
moving. He reached, his destination without 
opposition, and camped near the town, receiving 
the subtihission of the burghers, who took the 
oath of neutrality.

the word to advance they had scaled the conical 
peak with fixed ‚bayonets. Not a man faltered, 
although the bullets fell among them like hail, 
and all pressed forward eagerly, full of fight, 
and gallantly led by their officers. Beyond 
the conical hill the range was prolonged for 100 
yards: ‘The heads of Boers could be seen on the 
top of this hill. It was rushed shortly after- 
wards, and the range was then in possession of 
Major-General Talbot-Coke's Brigade, who had 
unflinchingly carried out the work entrusted to 
them. 

As the correspondent stood at the base of the 
hills it seemed impossible for troops to climb up 
and take them in face of rifle-fire. The task, 
indeed, was a heavy one, but it was superbly 
accomplished. Well done, Dorsets ! 

General Buller,was soon after able to announce 
the evacuation by the Boers of Laing’s Nek and 
Majuba, and that General Lyttelton, forming 
the right of the advance, had received the sub- 
mission of Wakkerstroom. He also stated that 
a few days would be required to remove the 
débris caused by the blowing up of the Laing’s 
Nek tunnel. The line is otherwise uninjured. 


The Queen and General Buller. 


The following message has been received by 
General Buller from the Queen: “І rejoice at 
your success, and trust the wounded are doing 
well" Тһе General replied expressing the 
thanks of the troops for Her Majesty’s gracious 
message, and stating that the wounded were 
doing well. Congratulatory telegrams have also 
been received from the Governor and Prime 
Minister of Natal, and from the Governor of 
Victoria.

How Lieutenant Pearse and His Brother 
Officers Held the Boers at Bay. 


The Central News Correspondent at Newcastle 
on June 11 said that Lieutenant Pearse fur- 
nished an interesting and detailed description 
of the British occupation of Utrecht, in which 
he took part.: > - : 

A force under Colonel Ding, including a 
squadron of Bethune's Mounted Rifles, advanced 
to Wools Drift, near Buffalo River, while one 
troop of C Squadron of the South African Light 
Horse pushed on towards Utrecht. This 
force narrowly escaped.being surprised by the 
enemy, but returned the same night to Wools 
Drift with two prisoners, having themselves lost 
four men taken prisoners.

Mrs. Gladstone Succumbs. — Genuine indeed is 
the sympathy being accorded to the family who within the 
last few days has been robbed of one of its most illustrious 
members, for Mrs. Gladstone was one of the truest of wives 
and one of the best of mothers. Mrs. Gladstone was the 
elder daughter of Sir Stephen Glynne, eighth Baronet, of 
Hawarden Castle, Flintshire, by his wife, the Hon. Mary 
Neville, daughter of the second Lord Braybrooke, and was 
born on Jan. 6, 1812. 1% is interesting to know that Mr. 
Gladstone first visited Hawarden, and made the acquaint- 
ance of his future wife, as a college friend of her brothers, 
Sir Stephen and. Mr. Henry Glynne. It was, however, at 
Rome, in the winter of 1538-39, that they metagain frequently, 
and became engaged to be married. The wedding was cele- 
brated at Hawarden on July 25, 1839, Miss Mary Glynne 
being married at the same time to Lord Lyttelton. The two 
sisters were most deeply attached, and after their marriage, 
when not together, they corresponded daily. When notliving 
in London, Mr.and Mrs. Gladstone had their home with Sir 
Stephen Glynne, his younger brother, Mr. Henry Glynne, 
holding the Rectory of Hawarden. The joint ménage 
at Hawarden Castle was an unqualified success. It con- 
tinued until the demise of Sir Stephen Glynne in 1874, when,

On Begonias. 


EGONIAS are indispensable plants, most of them 
being graceful in appearance and very prolific. There 
are tuberous and fibrous-rooted kinds, the latter, in 
particular, being worthy of extensive cultivation. A 
few years ago the Semperflorens, a very attractive 

variety, were introduced, and they can be raised from seeds 
sown in heat or by cuttings; whilst others will bloom 
during the winter in a heated greenhouse. One of these 
is the Gloire de Sceaux, of which I give an Illustratign. 
For the benefit of those desirous of growing begonias 
from tubers, I give the following directions: Tubers 
must be procured not later than April, and, having 
been placed in & shallow box and partly covered with

cocoa-nut fibre refuse or leaf-mould, should be put in a 
warm position and kept moist. When the tubers have 
commenced to grow transfer them to 5-in. pots singly, 
using a compost of fibrous loam, leaf-mould, and sand. 1 
necessary to increase the stock, the tubers may be cut into 
pieces when they have made half an inch of growth, 


flower-stems appear, weak liquid manure may be given. 
After flowering gradually, withhold water until the foliage 
is quite dead, then store in a dry and comparatively warm 
place for the winter. 


A New Separator. 


The dairy without a эк ong cae is now very much behind 
the times, and, judging by the large number of inquirics 
Iam constantly receiving for further details of dairy 
appliances mentioned in these notes, the desire to beup to 
date is quite general among farmers. A modern dairy, 
however, is quite a different place from that associated with 
early recollections of country life, and all round prices have 
not improved since the introduction of machinery and tire 
establishment of dairy factories. However, if separators 
and other contrivances find a place in present-day dairies it 
is far more satisfactory to all concerned when the best 
patterns are used, and, as regards the former, one of the 
most useful lately brought to my notice is that of which I 
give an Illustration. Not only is it reliable, but it is cheap 
compared with others, and the latest pattern has an
